BILL 

To amend an Act of the Fiftj’^-ninth Year of King George 
the Third, relating to Appeals against Warrants of 
Distress granted by Justices of the Peace in Ireland. 



by an Act passed in the fifty-ninth year of Preamble, 
his Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An Act 
to enable Justices of the Peace in Ireland to act as such in certain 
cases out of the limits of the Counties in which they actually arej 
5 to make Provision for the execution of Warrants of Distress granted 
by them j and to authorize them to impose Fines upon Constables 
and other Officers for neglect of Duty, and on Masters for ill-usage 
of their Apprentices,” it is, among other things, enacted, That if any 
Person shall be aggrieved by the imposition of any Fine or Fines in 
1 o the said Act mentioned, or by any Order or Warrant of Distress for 
raising and levying the same, or by the judgment or determination 
of the Justices imposing the same, or by any Act to be done in the 
execution of any Warrant of Distress granted under authority of the 
said Act, such Person or Persons so aggrieved shall and may appeal 
15 to the next General or Quarter Sessions of the Peace to be held for 
the County, County of a City or County of a Town within which 
such Person shall reside ; 

And whereas General Sessions of the Peace are holden in each 
of the several Divisions of Counties in Ireland, and it is expedient, 

20 for the ease and convenience of the parties concerned in such Appeals, 
that the hearing thereof should be limited to the Sessions holden in 
the Division wherein the Appellant may reside ;

efficient Sessions for doing all business whatsoever, and now appointed 
to be done at the General Quarter Sessions of the Peace for every 
part of a County, to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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
